ACTION IS FAVORED 


Many Business Men Favor 


Plan to Postpone the 


1931 Show 


The annual 'Watermelon Festival 


which has been Hope's, greatest pub- 
licity factor for the last five years 
will be suspended this year. 


The decisoon was reached at a meet- 


ing of the board of directors of Hope 
Chamber of Commerce Thursday aft- 
ernoon with a committee from the 
Business & Professional Women's club 
sitting in on the meeting. 


In the opinion of those present it 


would be unwise to attempt an un- 
dertaking of the size and cost of the 
Watermelon Festival this year, and 
rather than sacrifice the Festival's 
reputation by putting on an inferior 
show, they chose to suspend it alto- 
gether for 1931. 


Questionnaires Mailed 


Secretary W. Homer Pigg revealed 


that a questionnaire mailed out to 
Chamber of Commerce members last 
week showed a favorable vote for 
holding the Festival again this year— 
but only a fraction o£ the total num- 
ber of ballots was returned. Mr. Pigg 
mailed out 130 ballots, received back 
36, of which 25 voted "yes" and 11 


An analysis of the ballots, however, 


showed that many of those voting 
"yes" were inactive in previous Fes- 
tival organizations. Former Festival 
committeemen present at the meeting 
Thursday, who had, refrained from 
voting on the general questionnaire, 
voted unanimously at the meeting to 
suspend this year's show. 


It is^planned by the Chamber of 


Commerce to substitute for the Fes- 
tival a melon budget which will pay 
for the shipment of big watermelons 
this summer to each of the points in 
other states which sent carloads of 
truck produce and other food to 
Hempstead county during the drouth 
relief program last winter.

American Exchange Bank, the failure of which in Little 


Rock last November, carried more than fifty small state banks 
down with it, have been indicted by a grand jury in Little 
, Rock. 


The Little Rock Gazette, great moral and religious ilum- 


inator, did finally put the news on the front page. 


When A. B. Banks was indicted in Osceola, the Gazette, 


which had so often referred to him as the outstanding bank- 
er of the commonwealth, didn't think it was much news, and 
used a short story on an inside page. Universally the smaller 
press of the state considered the movement to bring these 
bank wreckers into the courts, as front page news, with real 
headlines. 


If Arkansas had permitted these bank wreckers to 


escape without facing trials in the courts, it would have been 
an invitation in the future for others to wreck every financial 
institution in the commonwealth for their own selfish gain. 


We have contended all along that it wasn't the drouth 


of-1930 that made the long bread lines in Arkansas, and that 
made Arkansas poverty become flaunted to the world, but 
that it was the bank failures, occasioned by the big Little 
R/>ek bank juggling the funds of its own and of more than 
50 small state banking connections.

WASHINGTON.—Three senators 


are going abroad to study the 


silver situation and add to a great 
mass of. information and opinion 
which has been poured out In state- 
ments, official reports'and erudite 
articles—none of which has pre- 
vented the price of silver from 
going down below 30 cents an 
ounce. 


In February, at about the time 


silver was railing below 2G cents 
after previously declining from 69 
cents,In 1925 to 46 cents in 1930, 
the' Senate adopted the-resolution 
of Senator Key Vittman of Nevada 
which asked President Hoover to 
negotiate with foreign governments 
Avith a view to stopping government 
•eaTes of silver and to promote .an 
-'Ifi'terfiatlOnal conference to achieve 
' a g r e e m e n t s or understandings 
"with respect to the uses and status 
•of silver as money." 


Conference Not Called 


No conference has been called, 


but the administration Is actively 
interested 
In silver, along with 


statesmen, fiscal experts, economists 
and business men over the world. 
The subcommittee of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee which 
will now be Interviewing foreign 
leaders consists of Pfttman, Swan- 
son of Virginia and Shipstead of 
Minnesota. 


The important phases of the in- 


ternational silver depression, which 
have stirred up general interest.in 
and discussion about the metal for 
the first time since the famous 
Bryan "free silver" campaign of 
189G, involve the'prosperity of In- 
dia and China and the effect of low 
silver prices on exports to those 
countries, the effect on the mining 
industry in this country and other 
countries where Americans may or 
may not have large mining invest- 
ments 
and the aggregate 
effect 


which most experts agree has bt-en 
an Important factor in the world- 
wide business depression of the 
last year or two. 


Many Countries Affected 


Silver is not the only depressing 


factor, but the great amount of 


study and discussion devoted to it 
is attributable to the fact that our 
own silver producing states are vi- 
tally affected, half a dozen impotv 
tant countries in Asia and the 
Americas which either hoard or 
produce silver are involved and 
many authorities seem to believe 
that something can be. done about 
the white metal which will stimu- 
late prosperity's return. 


This Is probably the shortest ar- 


ti<|le ever written about silver, but 
some of the main facts may be 
pointed out as follows: ' The total 
world loss on silver supplies, with 
Its accompanying'bad psychological 
effects, will approach two and a 
half billion dollars, a decrease of 
more than half within. IS months?. 
That meant about §1,300,000,000 to 
the people of India and about SSOO,- 
000,0.00 to ,the. Chinese. - Our exports 
to China have decreased rapidly. 
China operates on a silver stand- 
ard, the Value of her currency ce- 
pending on silver prices. India's 
people, although on a gold basis, 
hoard silver in vast quantities as 
a form of saving. 
Mexico, the 


largest silver producing country, 
has been hard hit because silver"is 
aniong her most important exports; 
her two-year suspension of pay- 
ments to holders of her external 
bonds was partly attributable to 
the silver decline. 


Treasury Lost 100 .Million 


The U. S. treasury lost $100,000,- 


000 on its silver reserves. 


Governor Montagu Norman of the 


Bank of England and Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon are said to 
have discussed silver at their re- 
cent meeting here, but no sugges- 
tion or proposal has been forth- 
coming as a result. 
Both the 


United States and Great Britain 
are understood to be willing to 
enter an international silver con- 
ference, 
but 
apparently neither 


country 'intends to call one. 


Various proposals 
for govern- 


ment action here and abroad have 
not been getting anywhere because 
they are not convincingly sound or 
advantageous from the standpoint 
of those requested to act. Most of 
them involve some form of price 
fixing.

El Dorado had just been struck by 


the oil boom and did not send a tcnm 
to flip Hope meet. Arkndelphin and 
Pine Bluff, two other cities which 
usually boast of strong track squads, 
also were not represented. 


The 1921 college meet, held here in 


connection with the high school con- 
test, attracted only two teams, us the 
slate's higher institutions had been 
having difficulties over the question 
of eligibility. "Long John" Thompson 
of Hendrix, whose high jump mark is 
the oldest college record in the state, 
was here with the winning Bulldogs. 


Thompson is now assistant coach at 
Fort Smith. Moody, who later be- 
came superintendent of the Nashville 
schools, was n member of the Hen- 
derson-Brown squad.

The Olympic star who ran on the 


Hope track ten years ago was Herman 
Bagby. the Lake Village whirlwind 
who set a record in the 440 yard dash 
that still stands. Bagby's fast time 
has survived nine other. state meets 
probably because of the fact that the 
Hope track, being a half-mile circle, 
has fewer turns in its 440 layout than 
do the other tracks which are only 
quarter-mile affairs. 


Bagby later left Lake Village and 


starred in football and track with the 
famous Pine Bluff Zebras. In 1924, his 
sophomore year at the University of 
Arkansas, he won a place on the Unit- 
ed States Olympic team as a contest- 
ant in the decathlon events and ac- 
companied the Americans to the Paris 
games.

Plant Lice 


Plant lice attack most all kinds of 


plants. They are small, sucking in- 
sects, and can not be eradicated with 
poison as are the biting insects. Liquid 
nicotine sulphate (Black Leaf 40) at 
the rate of one part to one thousand 
parts of water, is satisfactory in most 
cases.
